him from Jeraſalem. Upon this, he betakes 
bimſ.lf to Sanballat his Father-in- law, who 
courteouſly entertains him; and nt only ſo, 
but upon Alexander the Great, overcoming 
the Per ſians, he obtains leave of him to build a 
Temple at Garigim, and there he places this Ma- 
naſſes bis Son-in-law, to perform the Office of 
High prieſt. Now this was very ipjurious to 
the Jewrand begar:great confuſion. For, if any 
had eaten unlawſul meats, trangreſſed the Sab- 
bath, marryed ſtrang Wives, or the like, and 
were cenſured and ejected as uncltan by the 
Jews, they could preſently run to Samaria, and # 
there be received.

Nay ſuch was the hatred of the 
Jews to the Samaritans, that though they 
ranted leave to all Nations in the World, to 
— Proſelytes to their religion, yet would 
they not grant it tothem. Witneſs that ſolemn 
form of excommunication, termed excommunicatio 
in ſecreto noming tet ragrammati, ſaid to be utter- 
ed againſt them by Era, and Nebemiab. Tbey aſ- 
Drufius de ſembled the whole Cong reg ation((aith my Author) 
nb. ſeftis. into the Temple of ibe Lord and brow bt 3 00Priefts, 
— NY 300 Trumpets, and 300 books of the Law, with as 
many boyes. Aud when they ſounded their Trum- 
pers, and the Levites ſang, they curſed the Sa 
maritan by all the ſorts of excommunication, in 
the myſtery of the name Jehovah; and in the De- 
calogue, and with the curſe both of the inferiour 
and ſuperiour houſe of judgement, that no Iſrae- 
lite ſhould tat the bread of a Samaritan ( whence 
they ſay, he who eateth bread of 4 Samaritan, « 
as he who eateth Swines fieſb) and let no $Samas - 
ritan be a proſelyte in Iſrael, neithrr let them 
have any part in the reſurreftion of the 

dead. 
And as the Jews did thas groſecute their cauſe | 
againſt the Samaritans with much heat and con- 
®” fidence; ſo likewiſe did the Samaritans theirs, 
againſt chem. Though they bad the worſe of 
ir, yet were they no leſs peremptory, and ſted-

and diſpute for it. Witneſs the carriage of the 
Woman in this place: ſhe do's not barely pro- 
pound the queſtion-to our Saviour, and then 
wait to hear how he would determine it, but 
ſtands up and reaſons with him about ir. Our 
Fathers ( (aith ſhe) worſoipped in thi: Moun- 
tain, and ye ſay that in Jeruſalem" i the place 
where men ought to Werſbip. Now our Saviour 
in anſwer to this great queſtion, and for the 
compoſing of this long difference of no leſs 
athan 400 years continuance, tells her, that the 
time was approaching wherein the Worſhip of 
God ſhould be confined neither co Garizim nor 
Jer x/alem ; yet by the way lets ber know, there 
was à great deal of difference betwixt the Wor- 
ſhip of the Samaritans and the Jews : Te Wor- 
bi ( faith be) ye know not what, we know 
what we Worſhip. There was no compariſon 
betwixt the Worſhip of the Samaritan and the 
Jews. The Jews might miſs it in the manner 
of their Worſhip, but the Samaritans did not 
only miſs it in that, but likewiſe in the ob jelt 
of it, for they worſhipped they knew not what, 
But in oppaſition both to the Worſhip of the 
Samaritans and the Jews, be tells her, that tb. 
hour cometh and now «, when the true Worſhip- 
pers bal Worſhip the Father in ſpirit and in 
truth, Cc. Which words imply as much as if 
he bad ſaid, the queſtion» which thou now pro- 
poundeſt to me, and hath been diſputed. fo 
lore, with ſo much heat amongſt you, is now 
of ſmall moment; for God is a bout not only 


to alter the place but the manner of his Worſhip.

Turn over the hiſto- 
ries of all Nations and ages, and you ſhall not 
meet with any perſons, of more condiſcending, 
obliging, ſweet deporement, than ſuch as have 
deen moſt eminent for grace and holiwveſs, Wit- 
nels Abraham in this place; he was a great 
Lord, and a mighty Prince, and yet how ſub-

This being ſo, bat 
ſhall we think of a generation of men amongſt

Wbat difference is there commonly in the 
intention of mens affections, betwixt their pray- 
ing only 5»wardly in the ſyirit, and outwardly 
with the voice? what deadneſs and fraitneſa do 
uſually attend the one, and what life and 5»- 
largement the other ? Hence we find that the 
ancient Chriſtians, when they ſer upon the ſer. 
vice of God, did on purpoſe cake in the body to 
aſſiſt the ſox/, and further their devotion init. 
Witneſs that of Auguſtin : by words ( ſaith he) 
and other ſignes we greatly excite our ſelves to 
inertaſe holy di fire. And upon this and ſuch 

like grounds, Agquinat teaches, that prayer, 
thong h ſecret, may be vocal; or, that in our clo- 
ſet· performances, when we have no ſpectators 
but God and Angels, we may uſe the voice. 
Anatomiſts ſay, there are certain firings that 
come from the heart to the tongue, ſo that 
the agitation and motion of the tongue, doth ſtir 


tali oratio- and ſhake the heart, and thereby awaken and 


Fe, &c.

The truth is, ſuch is the in- 
diſpoſition of our hearts to good, that they 
are apt, like Butic hin, to drop aſleep in the fer- 
vice of God, and therefore we have need of 
ſomething to awaken tbem; and if we find 
the voice will do it, we may uſe ir, If we find 
them lively and in good frame, and fit for the 
ſervice we are about, we may then ſpare it, and 
pray as Hannah did, in ber heart; but if other- 


wiſe, we may, and ought to uſe it. This I ſpeak . 


of the duty of prayer, and that prayer which is 
. ſecret, the uſe of the voice is alſo neceſſary 
when one prayes in the perſon of many, as the 
Maſter in bis family, or the Miniſter in the Con- 
gregation. Thoſe that are to joyn with them, 
are to know what Petitions they make, and ſay 
Amen to them, which they cannot do, except 
they uſe the voice. And as the voice is thus to 
be uſed in the worſhip of God, ſo muſt other 
parts of the body, as the occaſion ſer ves, and the 
nature of the duty requires. And this is the

What cares he for his ſirt5ug with Chriſt at the 
Sacrament, while he hath a deſign to betray him? 
for his going in Pilgrimage to bis Sepulchre, 
while he daily cracifies him at home; for his 


wearing bair- cloath on his back, while he nou- 
riſhes Pride and Hypocriſie in his ſoul ? Do you 
care for a man that miles in your face, and 
ſpeaks you fair, but inwardly hates you, and 
plots your ruine ?

Now, if the ſoul, as well as the body be 
Gods, what more equal, than that you fhould at 
his command worſhip him with it ? were it your

What, did be not think it too good to beſtow 
it on you, and that before it was tainted with the

good for him? Nay, did he not think bis own 


Son; with all the bleſſings of the Covenant of 
Grace too good ſor yon, and yet will you think 
your Souls too good for him, and with-hold 
them from Joyning with your Bodies in his Wor- 
ſhip? There is not a Soul, no nor an Angel in 
Heaven, that thinks himſelf too good to be em- 
ployed in his ſervice, but is ready to undertake 
the meaneſt Office for him; and ſhall we poor 
Mortals think our ſelves, or any thing belonging 
to us, too good to be laid out for him? By 
no means. We ſhould rather ſay, Come Lord, 
here is my Soul, take it to thy ſelf, and uſe it as 
thou wilt. It is indeed my Darling, but were 
it ten thouſand times better and dearer to me 
than it is, I ſhould not think it too: good for 
thee. Such as it ie, it is thine ; Oh that it were

all by? That you ought without queſtion to do, 
and conſequently you ought to let him have the 
heart, for that he rechon- all by.

And as be eſteems 
of every man by his heart, ſo he eſteems of his 
ſervice by it. If the hears be in it, he accounts 
it good, and if rhe heart be not in it, be account 
it bad. Let a man but give God his heart, and 
he over-looks other infirmities, and if be wy

him that, let bim do never ſo much, it's all loſt 
labour. The Scripture affords inftances of both : 
On the one hand, A/a, though a good King, 
mils d it in many things: he executed not the 
Law upon his idelatrou Mother, remov'd not 
the hig l- places, and the like; yet becauſe his 
bear was right, God accepted him. On the 
other hand, Febw, though a bad King, did many 
good Works; deſtroyed Ahabs honſe, flew the 
Worſhippers of Baal, with other good ſervice, 
yet becauſe bis heart was not right, all was in 
vain, The 7eſ«ites indeed, as if they were re- 
ſolved to make themſelves the lang hing ſtocks, as 
well as the hatred of all good Chriſtians, ſpeak 
ſo lightly of the Souls engaging in the ſervice of 
God, as if it were indifferent whether a man un- 
- derftand what he does, or not; nav, whether 
he do it by himſelf or by another. Hence they 
uſe, as a learned Mriter of our own tells us, to 
caſt the Die which ſhall ſay Prayer for the other. 
Whether ſuch Devotion as this be proper, or 
like to find acceptance, let any one that hath but 
one grain of a Chriſtian Spirit left him, judge. 

4. Wbetber do you not employ your Souls in 
far meaver and lower Offices than the ſervice of 
God? When you go forth into the World, do 
not you take them along with you? When you 
go out into your Shep, into the Marker, into the 
Fields, have you not them with you? Do you 
not uſe their aſſiſtance in every Bargain, adviſe 
with them in every Bzſine/s, and do what ever 
you do with their concurrence?

If then their Ceremonies 
are dead, let's beware of touching them, leſt we 
become unclean. And as for other Ceremonies, 
which are of latter date, and humane inſtituti- 
on: let's take heed likewiſe how we own them, 
or have any thing to do with them. I may ſay of 
the one ſort and the other, as Solomon did in ano» 
ther caſe, Both of them are alike Abomination to 
the Lord, The former once were lawful, but 
now are unlawful ; the latter never were lawful, 
nor ever will be lawful ; and therefore as we 
defire to keep our ſelves pure, let's abſtain from 
— of them, and utterly renounce and diſclaim 
them. 

Now that I may the better hold forth to you 
the neceſſity of worſhipping God in Truth, and 
the unwarrantableneſs of worſhipping him in 
the uſe of Ceremonies, I ſhall offer ro you theſe 
following Queries. 

' 1+ Whether is there ſo much as one word or 
ſy0able in all the holy Scriptures for any ſuch 
kind of Worſhip? If you are Chriftsavs, you 
take the Writings of the Prophets and Apoſtles 
forthe Word of God; and if you are Prote- 
ſtarts, you take them for 8 compleat and per- 
fet Rule of Divine and Religious Worſhip. 
The Holy Ghoſt hath there declared both to 
whom ſuch kind of Worſhip belongs, and the 
manner wherein it is to be performed. If _

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fore you will act regularly, and do nothin 
what is juſt and warrantable, ſhew us by 
Prophet or Apoſtle he hath allowed you to wor- 
ſhip in the uſe of Ceremonies. In the old Teſta- 
Dan. 9. 27. ment he foretells the aboliſbing and ceafing of 
Cant.2.17. Them. The Church of thoſe times being afflicted 
with the burden of them, prayes for ſupport till 
the time of their ceaſing ſhould come. Chriſt 
no ſooner ſets upon preaching, but he invites 
People from them, juſtißies them in. the refuſal of 
them; and afrerwards laying down his Life to 
Col.2.14. yedeems them from them, h- blots out the hand- 
writing of Ordinances that was againſt them,takes 
it ont of the way, and nails it ts his croſs, The 
AR.15.28, Apoſtles, Elders and ehren at Jeraſalem, dire- 
Red by the Holy Ghoſt, who ſat Prefident a- 
monegſt them, decreed againſt chem. And as if 
all this were roo little, Paal who had once ſuch 
. eſteem and Zeal for the Rites and Traditions of 
his Fathers, ſpeaks of chem with words of grea- 
teſt contemps and indignation , calls them all to 
Heb.g. 10. nought, terms them carnal Ordinances, Rudi- 
Col-z.8. ments of the World, beggarly Elements, and the 
Gal.49. like. Thus I bave ſhewed you that both Propbets 
and Apoftles ſpeak much againſt Ceremonies, do 
you now ſhew where they ſpeak any thing for 
them. 

2. Whether if the holy Scriptures have no- 
thing at all for them, is it not apparent ſuperſti- 
tion to inſtitute them, or worſhip God in the uſe 
of them ? If Tertullian be not miſtaken, it is: 
Thoſe Ceremonies ( laich be) are vain, which 
are uſed without any Authority of Divine or 
Apoſtolical Command, and are to be accounted

— the filthy wine, embrace a dunghiil, than 
with the glorious angels, behold the face of 
God. The Feaſenablt foul, inſtead of exereiſing 
its authority over the ſenſitive powert, and 
holding them in ſubjection, do's captivare and 
inſlave it ſelf to them, Inſtead of ſublimating 
and raiſing them up to high and eminent ſer- 
vices, it indulges them in their *bruitiſh and 
boundleſs extravagancies, to the utter indiſpo- 
ſing both of it ſelf and them to all ſpiritnall 
and holy undertakings. For the cure hereof, 
we muſt pray hard to God that he would ſub- 
due this enmity of our ſouls, fir up the ſeveral 
faculties thereof to the diſcharge of their pro- 
per function, and cauſe ns to delight in his truth 
and wayes,

ful, but treac hereus; and therefore, if we will 
have them to ingage in the ſervice of God, we, 
muſt watch over them, and look to them. When 
ever we ſet upon duties, we muſt inquire after 
them, call chem home from their accuſtomed: 
windrings : and when we bave them, we muſt 
mind chem of what we are going about; and 
with all the art, and skill we can, urge them 
with the ſolemnneſs and importance of the buſi- 
neſe, giving them no reſt untill we have brought 
them into an awfull and holy frame, and fitted 
them for the work of God.

Bat there are not 
wanting alſo amongſt you, holy men like unto 
Baſil rhe great, who will openly ava, 
that the very leaſt ſyllable of Gods divine

mon ſt you, thoſe who ſay, they are but ſubtle | 


ties of opinions, that are contained in the Oath | 
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torments were to be endured, and dtath it ſelf 
ſet before you. Now if Papiſts thus ſtand ſo 
much on their minuta dogmata, why ſhould 
not we? It they oppoſe the Caſſandrias re- 
conciliation, its ſure time for us to do it. 
If they refuſe to cloſe with us becauſe we 
obſerve not the preſamptions of men, we may 
ſore well refuſe ro cloſe with them, when 


they obſerve not the inſtitutions of God. 


6. Is fear of ſuffering. Sin and wicked- 
neſs long ago got to ſuch an height in the 
world, and the ſpirit of Cain and Eſau, works 
ſo furiouſly in the men of this age, that its 
become dangerous to worſhip God in the 
way he hath appointed. And ſuch is the 
timeronſneſs and faint-heartedneſs of many 
profeſſing religion, that rather than they'l 


ſuffer for him, thcy'l forſake the worſhip 


be bath ſer up, and cloſe with that which is 
ſer up by men. While the Sun ſhines, the 
way is fair, and the coaſts are clear, they cry 
up religion to the clouds, and are ready up- 
on all occaſions to ſay, come with me, and ſee x King. 
my Zeal for the Lord; but when ſtorms ariſe, 10. 16.

eAnguſtin.doth as much for Seneca; be ſpends 
a whole chapter, in ſhewing how he held the 
truth in anrighteouſueſi: telling us how be 
re verenced that which he reproved, did that 
which he condemned, and worſhipped that 
which he found fault with. Though theſe 
wiſe men ſaw the vanity of the heatheniſh 
Deities, and the worſhip that was given to 
them, and looked upon them as utterly un- 
worthy of reſpect, from wiſe and ſober men, 
nay ſecretly ſcored and derided them, yet 
would they not openly declare againſt them, 
and that for fear of the people, who ſo much 
doted on them. 

And not only they, but divers others who 
lived in places of greater light, bave ſhrunk 
from the truth, and declined the maintain- 
ing of it, meerly upon the account of ſuffer- 
ing. The young mas our Saviour had to 
deal with, that had gone ſo far in religion, and 
made ſuch a ſhew of reſp:& to him, no ſoon- | 
er hears talk of parting with bis eſtate for 
him, but he bids bim farewell. He comes to 
Chriſt with ſo much ſeeming zeal, as if he 
wanted nothing, but a little inſtruction to 
make him perfect, and fit him for the King- 
dom of Heaven, He bears it out, as if he 
had been ready to have laid himſelf, and all he! 
had down at the feet of Chriſt, but the iſſue 
ſhews he meant no ſuch thing; he no ſoonet 
hears that he was like to coft him ſo dear, 
but he preſently turns his back upon him, and 
leaves him. Like a young traveller under- 

taking 
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taking a voyage, be s confident at the firſt, 

but being come to the water fide, and there 
beholding the unrulineſs of the waves, and 
what dangers the angry viſage of the boyling 
Seas threatens bim with, his countenance 
preſently falls,and he becomes another man. 
Whiles our Saviour ſpeaks to him of things 
in gener:],he hath bis anſwer ready, but when 
he deſcends ſo far as to require him to /e// 
what he had, and give it ro the poor, then be 
hath no more to ſay; then he ſhews whe- 
ther it was Chrift or the world, that lay next 
bis heart. 

In like manner Nicodemus and Joſeph of 
Arimat bea, were men that loved Chriſt, and John 3. 4 
believed his doctrine, yet were ſo fearfull of — 
bringing themſelves into trouble, that they 
durſt not publickly own him; for the Eyange- 
liſt tells us, that the one of them came to him 
by nigbt, and the o:her ſecretly. They were 
great men, and by their open teſtimony, 
might have done much good, but they were 
ſo fearful of being called in queſtion, and of Mark; 14. 
having a ſtir made about it, that they came 30. 
to him at ſuch times, when they might not be — boc im- 
taken notice of. lachend fa. 
But to leave them, how ſhamefally did the verfuſhs 

Apoſtles themſelves miſcarry in this particu» exp feli- 


lar? when the multitude came to apprehend % Per- 
Chriſt, they all ferſook, bis and fled. As the ne, 
rain wet and weakened the Perſian bows, ſo c. Flo- 
eine, ant diſcouragements,do often damp rus hiſt. 
ſpirits of good men, and cool their zeal Num 
13 c to 
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to Chriſt and his cauſe. Thus it hapned to 
the Diſciples the ſwords and ſtaves of the 
multitude, frighted them away from Chriſt, 
and made them for ſake him, and flee, Some 
are of opinion, that they did not ſin, in ſor- 
ſaking bim, thinking thoſe words of his to 
John 18.8. the ſoulciers, if ye ſeek me, let theſe go their 
way, diſcharged them, from attending on him, 
But I conceive they ſinned in it, and that 
very groſly , For, 1, The Evangeliſt ex- 
preſſes this act of theirs by the term forſph- 
ing, which I can hardly think he would have 
done, bad it not been ſinfull. 2. It was 
Dr. 75 Rd. againſt their expreſs promiſe, whereby they 
awd. Cong all of them obliged themſelves ro own bim 
With Hart, and cleave to him, though it coſt them never 
ch. 3. div. ſo dear. This promiſe ( ſaith a man of rare 
2 52 learning ) as it was made by all the Apoſtles, 
puloram Jo it wa broken by them, all. 3. Thereby they 
fuga, vn much diſhonoured Chriſt and his cauſe, fe- 
ſuit leve joyced ſuch as weiß his enemies, and barden- 
guoddim ed them againſt him. What might becter 
peocatillem ſerve ther malicious purpoſes, as an argu- 
fed grave * err : e 
deliflam, ment againſt him, then that his own very fol 
Harm. E- lowers, for ſook and diſowned him. 4. Se- 
Yang, c. 4. veral writers of eminent note interpret it an 
— act of very much cowardiſe and weakneſs. 
leaf ſux Gerhard ſaith, this flight of theirs, was not a 
q n ſlight matter, but a great offence. And the 
Fudi pro- Aut hor whom J mentioned before, reckons 
ditum chri- it amongſt their errours in manners. As for 
lum deſe- the words alledged for their diſthiſſior, - 


1 though they obligea the Souldiers to let them 
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go, yet did they not diſoblige the. Diſciples 
from following him, or juſtifie their cowardly 
forſaking bim. 

Summer birds, when Winter comes, hide 
.themſelyes in hollow trees, and ſo did theſe I 
have mentioned; and ſo do all temporizing 
formaliſts, that preferr a little worldly traſh 
before the Glory of God, and a good Conſci- 
ence, So long as the Sun ſhines on Jeruſa- 
lem, they own it, and every man ſaith he 
Was born there; but when a cloud is over it, pfal. 87.5, 
then they diſown it, and are ready to cry 
with the children of Edom, raſe it, raſe it, Pſal. 137.7. 
even to the foundation thereof. Now this is a 
molt unworthy & ſinfull courſe, with greateſt 
indignation to be abborred, and with great- 
eſt care to be avoided by all ſuch as are true 
hearted to Religion, and that deſire that 
Chriſts Kingdom may come, and be ſer up in the 
world. What greater diſgrace can men do 
to Religion, than for every ſhowr of rain 
that falls, run away from it, and forſake it ? 
what kind of thoughts will thoſe that are 
without, have of Religion, when they ſee us 
make ſo ligt of it? They'l think its 4 poor 
kind of Religion, when it is not worthy to be 
ſuffered for. What will they take it to be, 
but a meer fable, when they conſider it ſpeaks 
| of ſuch: great matters: and yet ſee we will not 
| endure the leaſt keardſvip for it? Apoltacy is 
a fin highly diſhonourable to God, and pre- 
judicial to the truth, and therefore God 
complains of, upbraids, and declares his diſ- 


pleaſure againſt a people when they ſhrink 
r 14 back

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back upon the ſight of approaching tronbles, 
ard refuſe to ſuffer for him. He long ago laid 
it to the charge of the Jews, that they were 
not valiant for the Truth, Valiant, they were, 
as any people in the World, but not fof the- 
Truth. They were couragions for themſelves, 
but cowardly for God. And this was an aggra- 
vation of their Cowardize , for this ſnew'd it 
proceeded not from any natural imbecillity of 


- theaffiCtions, bur from want of true Piety, 


which it they had had, they would have been 
as valiant for him as they were for themſelves, 
And what by one Prophet he lays to the 
charge of the Jews, he doth by another lay to 
tbe charge of the 7/raelites, Ephraim (ſaich 
he) i like a filly Dove wit out beart, At other 
times Ephraim bad ſpirit enough, but when he - 
was to ingage for God, then he had no hears. 
And thus it is with many amongſt us: they 
bave heart enough for themſelves, but none 
for God. If they ſee their Names, Eſtates, 
or carnal Intereſt, any way touched, they are 
all on a fire, ard ready to be burnt up with the 
flames or their own ta: but they can ſee 
the Name, Truth, and Intereſt of God aſſault- 
ed and torn all to pieces, and never ſtir. In 
their own matters, they are es if they were all 
heart, but in the Cauſe of God, they are as if 
(with Ephraim) they had no heart at all. Oh 


it's ſad that men ſhould bave an hears for 
themſelves, and none for God; that they 
ſhould have courage in their «ow» Cauſe, and 
none in his. This God takes unkindly, and will 
ſeverely puniſh. . 


Though

Though God call us ſometimes to fer for 
him, yet we need not think much at it, for 
he promiſes us ample recompence be engages 
that whatever we ſuffer for bim in our Names, 
Enjoyments, Relations, Friends, Liberty, or 


any other thing, he will abundantly make us 


amends. Verily (ſaith Chriſt) I ſay unto you, 
That ye which bave followed me in the Regenera« 
tion, when the Son of man ſhall fit in the Throne 
of bu glory, ye ſhall fit upon twelve Thrones, 


juaging the twelve Tribes of Iſrael: And every. 


one that hath forſaken Houſes, or Brethren, or 
Sifters, or Father, or Mother, or Wife, or 
Children, or Lands, for my Names ſake, ſpall 
rective an hundred fold, and ſhall inherit ever- 
laſting Life. Suffering then, for Chrift and 
Religion, is rather a kind of gainful Merchan- 
dize, than any real 4%. Wlio ever counted it 
loſs, to part with a ſumm of money upon good 
ecurity, to receive it again at ſuch a time 

with due Intereſt? why, this js the Condition 
of the Servants of God. He is ſo well plea- 
fed with their Sufferings, that he ingages' to 
make up whatever they loſe upon his account. 
He aſſures them that whatever they part with 
for bim, they ſhall have it repayed to them, an 
hundred times over; and ſurely that's good in- 
tereſt. But yer, leſt chat ſhould not be thought 
enough, he tells them, that in the end they ſhall 
inherit ever/aſting Life. And upon theſe and 
ſuch-like grounds, the Servants of God have 
in all Ages ſtood up in the defence of Religion, 
and bis true Worſhip, notwithſtanding _ 
the 
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the miſeries they thereby rendred themſelves 
liable ro ſuffer. Though the Enemies of God 
and his Truth, inflided on them che greateſt - 
rortures, the Devil, with all his malice and 
ſubtilty, could help them to invent, yet they 
entertain'd them cheerfully, and endur d them 
patiently , and not only ſo, but rejoyced in 
them, as Es ſigus of higheſt honour, praiſing 
God, that he would make uſe of them to ſut- 
fer for his Name, and bear witneſs to his op- 

preſſed Truch, Nay, ſometimes they were 
ated by ſuch a ſpirit of heroick Zeal, that 
they defired Sufferings , and put themſeives 
upon them. When the Prefect urged Baſil to 
comply with the Empereur, and threatned 
bim with death, if he denied: he gave bim 
this reſolute and ſtout anſwer, Thon threat neſt 
me with death (ſaith he) and 1 would it wonla 
fall ont ſo well on my ſide, that I might lay do vn 
thu carcaſe of mine in the Quarrel of Chriſt, and 
in the defence of his Truth, who i my Head and 
Captain. And when the Prefect preſſed him 
to remember himſelf, and obey the Experony, 
he rejecting all, told him, What I am to day, 
the ſame thou ſhalt find me to morrow. And in 

like manner Zuther profeſſed to Spalatine, 

That he rejopced with all his heart that God 

called him to fer for ſo good a Cauſe, ac- 

knowledging himſelf unworthy of ſuch a fa- 

vour. To theſe, were it needfol, I might add 


the Examples of multitudes more of bleſſed 


Saints, who cheorfolly b2zarded all for Chriſt 


while they were on Earth, and now are recei- 
ving

yinp their Reward with him in Heaven : But 
the caſe is ſo well known, that none except 
ſuch who are ſtrangers in Iſrael, can be igno- 
rant of it, and therefore I ſhall forbear. 

Now things being thus, what ſhall we think 
of thoſe that make temporal impurity and out- 
ward ſafety, their very Rule, aiming at it in 
all their Deſigns, and framing all their Pro- 
ceedings in a way of ſubſerviency to it? They 
will either continue in their preſent Religion, 
or part with it; either be of one way, or an- 
ther, ſo they may but ſleep in a whole skin, 
and preſerve them ſelves from trouble. They 
will diſhonour God, venture their Souls, or do 
any thing rather than expoſe themſelves to 
danger. If Providence call them to ſuffer for 
the Truth, they'l find out an hundred un- 
heerd-of, impertinent filly diſtinctions, but 
they'l evade it. When ever their Souls 


upon any Convictiors begin to talk of Suffer- 


ing, they preſently take them & rebuke them, 
ſaying as Peter to Chriſt , Be it far from thee, 
this ſoal not be unto thee. Certainly ſuch perſons 


as theſe are an offence to Chriſt, and ſayour 


not the things that be of God, but the things 


that be of Men. 


And thus I have ſhewed you, both the im. 
pedi ments, that hinder men from worſhipping 
God in Spirit, and thoſe likewiſe, that binder 
them from worſhipping him in Trath. Let us 
now ſee how far we are concerned in them; 


how far they, or any of them, ſtand in our 
way, and accordingly let us get them remo- 


ved.

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ved. The worſhipping of God in /pirit and in 
truth, is the Worſhip he would have; this he 
will only accept of, and this be will only re- 
ward: and therefore let us be ſure to wor- 
ſhip him with this kind of Worſhip, not ſuf- 


fering our ſelves by any endeayours, or means 


whatſoever to be taken off it. It is but a 
while, and Feſus Chriſt who inſtituted this 
Worſhip, will come again and vindicate it a- 
gainſt all char oppoſe it. It is but a while, and 
he will come to his Temple, whip out the Bay. 
ers and Sellers, and purge it from the impu- 
ri:ies and defilements, that cleave unto it. It 
is but a while, and he will call all Nations 
down into the Valley of Deciſion, and there 
he will plead with the Troublers of his Church, 
and ſuch as have muddied the Waters of bis 
Sanctuary, and polluted thoſe Silver Streams 
with their ſinful mixtures, and then it will ap- 
pear whether the out ward ceremorious wor- 
ſhipping of God, or the worſhipping df 


bim in ſpirit and in truth, be the true Wor- 


ſh'p. 

In the mean time, lets keepcloſe to Cod, ſtu- 
dy our duty, and both cheerfully and conſtant- 
ly Cnotwithſtanding all the troubles we may 
thereby expoſe our ſelves to) perſiſt in the 
performance of it. Though men frown upon 
us, and threaten us with Cenſwres, Impriſon- 
ment, Baniſument , Confiſcation, and all the 
evil humane might and cruelty can do us; yet 
let's not be moved, but count our ſelves hap- 
py we have an opportunity to do, or [uſfer any 
thing 


„ (1393 
thing whereby we may teſtifie our reſpect to 
ſo good a cauſe. Whoſe is all we have but 
Gods ? and for what end did he put it into 
our hands, but that we ſhonld lay it out for 
him? As therefore the primitive Chriſtians 
ſold their Landi and Houſes, brought the prices 
thereof, and laid them down at the Apoſtles feet; Az. 35+ 
So let us bring our Eftates, Exjeyments, Liber- 
ties, Lives, and all we have, and lay it down 
at the feet of Chrif, being willing to ſacrifice 
all, ſo we mav but further his oppoſed 
Intereſt, and bear witneſs to his deſpiſed 
Truth, 

Bucer in an Epiſtle to Calvin, tells him, That g erg 
there were ſome that would willingly redeem & adi ve- 
toͤ the Commonwealth, the ancient liberty of lint libenter 
wor ſh pping Chriſt with their very liver. True 472705 
Grace and Chriſtian Zeal, are of an heroick na- — 
ture, ready to endure any thing for Chriſt, p;;tizam 
his Worſhip, and Truth. If therefore we will colendi 
evidepce our Grace to be true, and our Zeal C tie 
ro be Chriſtian, we muſt be willing to ſuffer. —— 
It is a vanity to think of pa ſſing to Heaven 7 
without ſaffering; the Saints have hitherto 203. 
found the way thither pared with troubles, 
and we may not think of finding it otherwiſe 
now. Conſtantine the Great, as pioxſly as wit- 
tily, told Act ſius the Novatian, that if he 
would not take up with Perſecution, and ſuch Soerat: 
like dealing, he muſt provide him a Ladder, and Hift.Eccls 
climb alone to Heaven, Unleſs we will either li. . c. lo. 
be content without Heaven, or find ſome other 8 
way to it, than the Saints have yet found, — 
mu 


in the way of Heaven hicherto , and ſo they 
will be to the end of the World. If chen, we 
will go the way of Heaven, let's make account 


when rhey-fall upon us, let as with all holy 
ſubmiſſion, and Chriſtian cheerfulneſs undergo 
them, Ina word, whatever comes of it, whe- 
ther Proſperity or Adverſity, Liberty or 
Bonds, Life or Deatb, ſince God hath made 
it our Duty, let us make it our Practiſe, to 
worſhip him in Spirit and in Truth.
